In her 
delivery of the text she was very correct, and 
laid the emphasis properly on certain words, 
giving particular sentences with admirable effect, 
which were caught up by the audience aad 
loudly applanded. She is certainly a clever 
child, and for one so young (we believe not 10 
years of age) she shows a great capacity of 
mind and natural ability. Mr J. Johnson 
obliged by playing the Ghost. 

The other performances were well selected.

was well acted, the principal characters being 
sustained with great ability by Messrs Roberts, 
Woods, Holland, Mortimer, and others. The 
female characters were acted with great ability 
by Mesdames Courtenay, Clark, Freeman, &c. 





CABINET THEATRE. 

On Friday last we visited this theatre for the 
purpose of witnessing the performance of the 
comedy of the ‘* School for Scandal,” and more 
particularly to see a young lady of the name of 
Arlington make her debut in the character of 
Lady Teazle. We had occasion to speak of this 
young aspirant in our last impression in the 
part of Pauline, in the “ Lady of Lyons,” and 
now we have the pleasure to state that her forte 
is decidedly that of comedy. In the part of 
Lady Teazle there are abundant opportunities 
for displaying the ability of the actress to great 
advantage, and this young lady made use of 


them. The quarrel scene was rather overacted, 
and Sir Peter made a great omission in not 
giving her the £200 she is coaxing out of him. 
The best scenes in her acting were those with 
Joseph, and the Screen Scene, which were more 
subdued, and told well with the audience. We 
object to the wearing of a black dress in the first 
two acts, when all should be gay and sparkling. 
She was well received, and got through the 
character with decided success, and she is fast 
improving. Miss Cowle acted with great point 
and judgment as Mrs Candour, which is one of 
her best impersonations. The Lady Sneerwell 
of Mrs Kendrick had many traits of acting 
deserving of commendable praise, and Miss 
Martelle was very good as Maria, but scarcely 
innocent and inexperienced enough when she is 
supposed to be first introduced into the company 
of high life. Mr Dryden played with great 
care the part of Sir Peter. He was easy and 
gentlemanly, and well up in the dialogue, and 
moreover very appropriately dressed for the 
part. Hie might have been more hearty and 
jolly in bis first interview with Sir Oliver. How: 
ever, as a whole, it was a successful piece of 
acting. Joseph, in the hands of Mr Kendrick, 
was very well acted, and shewed he had well 
studied the character. Mr Millett in the part 
of Charles, was buoyant, spirited, and gentle- 
manly, but was hardly the juvenile Charles Sur- 
face. However, he had plenty of dash, and 
acted with praiseworthy ability. Mr Lawrence 
looked and acted the part of Sir Oliver in every 
respect, and was well conversant with the text, 
and added materially to the success of the 
comedy. Mr Joyce might have done a little 
more with the character of Moses. He was 
well made-up for the Jewish money-lender, but 
he might have taken his oath of that more fre- 
quently. Mr Taylor as Rowley, acted the part 
with intelligence, and gave the dialogue with 
point and feeling. Messrs Fenwick, Cross, 
Archibald, Blyth, and Doughton did justice to 
the minor parts, and atthe fall of the curtain 
the principal characters were called for, to the 
delight of a crowded and most respectable 
audience.

Mr Toms as 
Rolando, acted with his usual attention, and 
doubled the part by sustaining the character of 
the Mock Duke with capital comic humour, to 
the great delight of the audience. Mr Hinton 
was the Balthazar, and gave the character all 
the attention it required. Lopez was sustained 
by Mr Hall, who would do well to be more par- 
ticular with the text of the author. Miss Her- 
bert never fails to be interesting, and as Juliana, 
she acted with her usual ladylike grace and 
modest deportment, and was enthusiastically 
received by the audience. Miss Lavine, who 
played Volante at a short notice to oblige, was 
clever in the part, and threw considerable spirit 
and playfulness into the character, which was 
very amusing. Miss Ada Clifton was most 
coeerfully received on her entrance, and she 
leoked and acted charmingly. In such charac- 
tars as Zamora we do not know her equal, We 
would advise her for the future to speak rather 
louder, as the hall is very large, and at the en- 
trance the voice sometimes becumes inaudible. 

Mr Moxon gave a reading, and Mr Toms sung 
a comic song after the play. 

The hall was crowded by a most fashionable 
audience of private families from the surround- 
ing neighbourhood of Hampstead. The whole 
of the amusements were under the sole manage- 
ment of Miss Herbert.

IN SEARCH OF PLEASURE. 


Tuer old contributor of this Journal is fond 
of fine scenery, &c.; a few days ago, accom- 
panied by his eldest son, an aspiring young 
artist, availed himself of an Excursion train 
to Portsmouth, in order to visit Ryde. The 
actual fight that there is to get tickets at our 
railway stations is a disgrace; and so fre- 
quently is the conduct of a few, probably, 
very few, of the excursionists, when in the 
trains ; but nothing can be worse than the 
pushing and struggling to get into the boat 
for the Isle of Wight at Portsmouth. 
Foreigners revile us for this insular mode of 
pushing, and not without reason; for it is 
actually dangerous when close to the sea. 
The trip across the water from Portsmouth to 
Ryde is pleasant, and occupies but a short 
time in the beautiful steamer. Ryde is cer- 
tainly fine, though it is not the most beautiful 
of the towns in that charming island. The 
shops are gay, the Ryde visitors are gay, the 
place somewhat dear, but provisions are ex- 
cellent. The imposition of twopence every 
time you pass the gate of the pier, going and 
returning, is infamous, and must tend to dam- 
age the popularity of the town. I hardly 
think that there is another place in England s0 
exacting in this repect. That being settled, 
Bera enjoyed himself in feasting his eyes on 
the various forms of loveliness wherever the 
steps are bent; but, to see the extremest glories 
of the island, the excursionist can hardly do 
better than avail himself of the steamboat that 
cireumnavigates the sixty miles or so which 
makes up the tour of the Isle of Wight. You 
pass Osborne, and see the Queen’s Palace, you 
pass Freshwater and the Needles (near which, 
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by the way, we saw a shoal of porpoises) ; and 
here many a bad sailor is brought to grief. 
Then you see Ventnor, Shanklin, Sandown, 
&c.; and, after a trip of six hours, are again at 
Ryde. Returning to Portmouth, after two or 
three days, Bera went to gaze on the old 
“Victory,” Nelson’s immortal ship. The 
“Victory” and the ‘Duke of Wellington” lie 
close together, and not far from them are two 
or three ironclads, against which wooden walls 
are useless. Could our great admiral who 
died at Trafalgar wake and see the innovations 
of modern science he would sigh over the 
devilish ingenuity that devises such means of 
destroying life, making heroism of no avail. 
Poor Nelson! He was a hero, after the 
Briton’s own heart! Portmouth is not a very 
pleasant town but there is a good deal to see 

in it; and the fortifications are very extensive. 
The Excursion train back to London starts 
too late, and does not arrive at Waterloo till 
half-past eleven at night. Safely, however, 
the hundreds of pleasure-seekers made their 
way from the terminus to their various 
destinations. 

The following night Brra went to see 
“Blow for Blow’ at the Grecian; and must 
express his satisfaction at the way in which 
the piece is performed, especially by T. Mead, 
G. Conquest and Miss Mandlebert. Here was 
the end of a week’s excursion, and the ‘‘Queen 


of the Orwell,” a steamer of admirable speed, 
brought the travellers back to Ipswich, some- 


what weary, but gratified. It is something 
that locomotion is so much cheapened and 
accelerated, that we can now visit half the 
fine places in Engiand for a comparatively 
small sum, and in a short time. The beauty 
of the world has an influence for good over 
the mind, and he who is insensible to the 
divine works of nature loses half the joy of 
existence. Hot, crowded theatres are, during 
this month, in general avoided ; and those who 
have leisure can’t do better than gaze on the 
exquisite scenery of the Isle of Wight, and 
return, to think, to work, and hope, Berra.

of the British Museum ; it was thus entitled :— 
“The most lamentable Romaine Tragedie of 
Titus Andronicus. As it hath been sundry 
times playde by the Right Hon. the Earle of 
Pembroke, the Earle of Darbie, the Earle of Sus- 
sex and the Lord Chamberlaine theyre servants, 
At London priated by IL. R. for Edward White 
and are to be solde at his shoppe at the little 
Northe doore of Paule’s at the signe of the Gunne. 
1600. First published in 1594.” 

Now to extract a few more little pearls from the 
swine’s mouth ;— 


PLAYS.—II. 





‘*She is a woman, therefore may be woo’d; 
She is a woman, therefore may be won: 
She is Lavinia, therefore must be lov’d. 
What, man! more water glideth by the mill 
Than wots the miller of ; and easy it is 

Of a cut loaf to steal a shive, we know.” 


‘“‘The Emperor’s court is like the house of Fame, 
The palace full of tongues, of eyes, of ears.” 


Enter Titus with his three sons, with hounds 
and horns.— 


Tit. ‘‘The bunt is up, the morn is bright and clear, 
The fields are fragrant, and the woods are green, 
Uncouple here, and let us make a bay ; 

And wake the Emperor and his lovely bride, 
And rouse the Prince, and wake a hunter’s peal, 
That all the court may echo with the noise.” 

The queen’s pleasant invitation to her sable 

paramour, Aaron, in the recesses of the forest :— 

“The birds chant melody on every bush, 

The snake lies rolled in the cheerful sun, 

The green leaves quiver with the cooling wind, 

And make a chequer’d shadow on the ground, 

Under their sweet shade, Aaron, let us sit, 

And —- the babbling echo mocks the hounds, 

c.” 
His answer :— 
‘* What signifies my deadly-standing eyes, 
My silence and my cloudy melancholy, 
My fleece of woolly hair, that now uncurls, 
Even as an adder when she doth unrol 
To do some fatal execution ?” 


The guilty Tamora, discovered, thus describes 
her hiding place :— 

‘* A barren and detested vale you see it is. 

The trees, tho’ summer, yet forlorn and lean, 

O’ercome with moss and baleful misletoe ; 

Here never shines the sun; here nothing 

breeds, 

Unless the nightly ow! or fatal raven. 

And when they show’d me this abhorred pit, 

They told me here, at dead time of the night, 

A thousand fiends a thousand hissing snakes, 

Ten thousand swelling toads, as many urchins, 

Would make such fearful and confused cries, 

As any mortal body hearing it, 

Should straight fall mad, or else die suddenly.” 


Marcus's lament over poor dismembered Lavinia 
is very poetic :— 
O! had the monster seen those lily hands, 
Tremble like aspen leaves upon a lute 
And wake the silken strings delight to kiss 
them, 
He ver not then have touch’d them for his 
ife. 
Or had he heard the heavenly harmony, 
Which that sweet tongue hath made, 
He would have dropp’d his knife and fell asleep, 
As Cerebus at the Thracian poet’s feet.” 
Again, in the third act, he says :— 
* QO, that delightful engine of her thoughts, 
That blabb’d them with such pleasing eloquence, 
Is torn from forth that pretty hollow cage, 
Where, like a sweet melodious bird, it sang 
Sweet various notes, enchanting every ear.” 
The following passages may, like the foregoing, 
be Marlowe’s but to my ear they sound eminently 
Shaksperian :— 
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I stand, as one upon a rock, 
Inviron’d with a wilderness of sea, 
Who marks the waxing tide grow wave by 
wave, 
Expecting ever when some envious surge 
Will in his brinish bowels swallow him.” 
“ fresh tears 
Stood on her cheeks, as doth the honey-dew 
Upon a gathered lily almost withered.” 
Marcus strikes the dish with a knife :— 
Tit, * What dost thou strike at, Marcus, with 
thy knife ? 
‘Mar. At that which I have kill’d, my Lord—a 
fl 





y: 
Tit. Out on thee, murderer ; thou kill’st my 
heart. 
* + * * * 
Mar. Alas, my Lord, I have but killed a fly. 
Tit. But—how if that fly had a father and 
mother ? 

How would he hang his slender gilded wings, 

And buzz laments and dolings in the air ? 

Poor harmless fly, 

That with his pretty buazing melody, 

Came here to make us merry ; 

And thou hast kill’d him.” 

With these brief extracts we shall leave the 
exed question of the authorship of certain por- 
ions of “* Titus Andronicus ” to the consideration 
pf the intelligent reader. 

In Acts4and 5 will be found some of the 
most ludicrous stage business of the blood-and- 

hunder school in the whole range of the drama, 
nd as there is but one step from the sublime to 
he ridiculous, according to Voltaire, so there can 
e but half a one from the monstrous to the bur- 
esque, and from this point of view, I venture to 
hrow out a hint to Messrs Byron, Burnand, and 
0.,and recommend to their serio-comic conside- 
ation the dire woes of Lavinia, the cruelties of 
he sons of Tamora, and the neat reprisals in- 
ented by that ingenious chef de cuisine, Titus, 
In the loves of Aaron and her Gothic Majesty 
n excellent opportunity presents itself for a nig- 
t breakdown. Her appearance, disguised jas 
evenge (with her two hopeful sons as Rapine and 
urder,) before Titus, to slow music, the latter 
jaded into Robsonian madness, alternately doing 
he Lear business and dancing frantic cancans 
ith the Queen; and the heads of the two princes 
hthe pasty popping through the pie-crust and 
inking defiantly at him as he bids their Royal 
amma taste the savoury morsel, would not be 
ad subjects for a Strand burlesque, seeing that 
he heroic sacrifice of Joan of Arc is so popular 
ith the frequenters of that establishment. 
About 18 years ago ‘‘Titus Andronicus,” (altered 
om Shakspere) was played at the Britannia. 
tiosity prompted me to see how such a tragedy 
buld be exhibited. After the first act, the 
iginal was no longer distinguishable, the text 
ing absorbed in a mazy chaos of modern 
ank verse, and the story altered.

POPULAR ACTRESSES.—XXV.—VI. 
DUCLOS.—DUCHESNOIS. 


In our last we alluded to the longevity of 
actresses ; we have now another example to add 
to the list of aged tragediennes—that of Duclos, 
a name assumed for the stage; her patronymic 
was Chateauneuf ; she was born in 1664, and 
made her appearance on the scene at a very early 
age, and for many‘years obtained the public ap- 
plause, notwithstanding her pcm conduct, 
She excelled in queens and princesses. She 
married an actor named Dechemin, in 1730, but 
was soou divorced from him. She lived to see 
her 83rd anniversary. 

Madlle Duchesnois (the rival of Mrs Siddons), 
whose real name was Rafin, was born of very 
poor parents, near Valenciennes, in 1777. She 
often alluded to the menial pursuits of her child- 
hood by remarking that she began her theatrical 
career with the part of Cinderella. In 1792 she 
visited a sister in Paris, and saw the celebrated 
Mdlle Rancourt as Agrippine, and was then struck 
with a passion for the stage that nothing could 
control. She returned to St. Saulve, and ap- 
peared in several characters, and as Palmyra, in 
“ Mahomet,” she at once found herself famous. 
She repaired to Paris, and obtained immense suc- 
cess as Phedre. ‘Ihe Theatre Frangais was then 
at its zenith through the joint acting of the great 
Talma (Macready’s model) and the equally-re- 
nowned Duchesnois. In her dying moments she 
received the last consolations of the church at the 
hands of the Archbishop of Paris, a circumstance 
without example in the annals of the French 
stage. She died in 1835, and was interred in the 
Cimetiére Pére-la-Chaise, near the tomb of Talma, 
where a monument has been erected to her 
memory.

His dresses, for he 
appeared in three, were all in keeping with the 
situations he was placed in, and his voice and 
manner so resembled that of a would-be fine 
lady, that we began to think we were deceived. 
We have seen many actors attempt female 
characters, but this clever actor eclipses all that 
we remember. He was most ably supported 
by Mr Roberts, who is quite new to a London 
audience, in the part of Cousin Joe. ‘The other 
parts were very efficiently filled by Messrs 
Speedy, Parkes, and Dobell. Miss A. Bennett 
sustained the part of Lady Plato with ladylike 
demeanour. At the conclusion the greatest 
enthusiasm prevailed.
